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Dear Readers: 

On March 16 we presented the case of Soviet Russia 
and, in response to Pope Pius XI and the heads of other 
religious organizations, asked for your prayers in behalf 
of har persecuted people. 

To-day we are tracing the natural development of 
Socialism even as it was propagated in our midst some 
years ago. Incidentally you will note that there was the 
closest relationship between Socialism and the anti-Cath- 
slic campaign we have lived through. 


Some Things Which Americans Have 
Probably Forgotten 


We do not mean that Socialism and Communism are 
in all things identical. In nearly every Parliament in 
Europe a distinction is made-between them. France and 
Germany have Socialist, Radical Socialist and Communist 
Political parties. But M :xi an Socialism, the kind advo- 
cated everywhere in theory, is related to Communism as 
father to child.. Witnessing this logical outcome most 
countries of Europe will have Socialism only in its less 
immoral forms. From the years 1903 to 1912 there was a 
yery active Socialist Party in the United States, and its 
members supported among others a paper of wide circu- 
lation published at Girard, Kansas, and entitled “THE 
APPEAL TO REASON”. 

During these years the Catholic Church through her | 
publications opposed the progress of Socialism as inimical 
to the State, and more particularly as inimical to religion | 
and morals. It was generally admitted by our country‘s 
most observant statesmen that the Catholic Church was 
fighting single-handed for God and country in combating 
Marxian Socialism. Clergymen of other religions, taking 
account of the economic program of Socialism only, often 
defended it against the Catholic Church. But Catholic 
writers were basing their condemnation of Socialism on 
the teachings of Marx, Engels, Bebel, Liebknecht, Hil- 
quitt, and other recognized authorities on the subject, and 
were pointing out what the logical outcome of these teach- 
ings must eventually be. 


The APPEAL TO REASON had soft-pedaled the 
moral program of Socialism in its reading matter, but in 
its advertising columns offered for sale the works which 
advocated just such a program as the Soviet Government 
in Russia has launched. 

Socialism also publishéd a magazine entitled “THE 
MELTING POT”, which was bitterly anti-Chrsitian by 
profession, but in which articles frequently appeared 
from the pens of men who, on the lecture platform, ad- 
vocated only economic Socialism. 

At the National Socialist Convention held at Chicago 
in May, 1908, the hidden aims of Socialist leaders became 
manifest. It was thought by some delegates that Social- 
ism should express itself concerning religion in its poli- | 
tical platform. This proposal elicited considerable oppo- 
sition, but it brought into the open the atheistic attitude 
of those who sought to guide the destinies of the Socialist 
Party in the United States. 


THE CHICAGO DAILY SOCIALIST, under date of 
May 16, 1908, quoted a Mr. Lewis as follows: 

“I am among those who sincerely hoped the question 
of religion would not be raised at this convention. I am 
willing to concede that we should let sleeping dogs lie. | 
know that the Socialist position in philosophy on the 
question of religion does not make a good campaign sub- 
ject. It is not useful propaganda in a political campaign. 
IDO NOT PROPOSE TO STATE IN THIS PLATFORM 
THE TRUTH ABOUT RELIGION FROM THE POINT 
OF VIEW OF THE SOCIALIST PHILOSOPHY.” 


A little farther on in his impassioned address, the 
Same speaker added these significant words: 

“Kautsky says: ‘So long as Christianity ruled the 
minds of men, the idea of revolution was rejected as a 
sinful revolt against divinely constituted authority.’ But 
we,” continued the speaker, “must not go before the peo- 
ple of this country telling them that so long as Christian- 
ity rules their minds, they will reject the idea of the 
Socialist revolution.” 


The same paper quotes a Mr. Hilquitt, a delegate to 
the Convention, thus: 

“We should not go out in our propaganda among the 
people who are still groping in obscurity (religion) and 
tell them that they must first become materialists before 
they can become members of the Socialist party. After 
We have disposed of the things which touch their material 
Welfare it will be time to approach them with the full 
consequence of the Socialist philosophy.”

For some time it gave encouragement to several 
Protestant sects in Russia in order to break up the unity 
of the former State Orthodox church. It would not have 
been prudent for American Apostles of Socialism to at- 
tack religion generally after denying that Socialism was 
against any. They selected the Catholic Church for at- 
tack, because they could represent that Socialism had 
been attacked by her. But the great works of Socialism 
in the United States were known by their past writings 
to have been aggressively anti-Christian. 


Tried Out In Russia 


The war came and ended. Russia offered a very fer. 
tile field for an effort to establish a government upon 
Socialist philosophy. With the Czar fell the authority of 
the Russian Orthodox church.

Up to the time of this writ 
ing (1930) all the world has witnessed twelve years of 
Communist governing and plotting, and knows that the 
Soviet Government not only disowns God, but is waging 
an actual warfare agaist Him and in behalf of the intro 


‘duction of Atheism. 


The frequently quoted dictum of Marx “Religion is 
opium for the people” has become a slogan and is flaunted 
before the eyes of the people everywhere in Russia. 

We should not have said Russia, because there is ne 
such state as Russia any longer. The Soviet Republic, 
founded by Nicholas Lenin, is composed of six states, re- 
presenting an area equal to one-sixth of the globe. They 
are (1) Old Russia; (2) the Ukraine; (3) White Russia; 
(4) the Trans-Caucasian Republic; (5) two Mid-Asiatiec 
Republics; (6) the Moldovian Republic near Roumania. 

In the opening paragraph of the new Soviet Consti- 
tution we read: “Since the formation of the Soviet Re 
publics, the world has become divided into two camps, 
that of Capitalism and that of Socialism.” Then it goes 
on to say that its rule is international, and aims to unite 
the toiling masses everywhere under one Socialist family. 
Hardly had the new government been founded when big 
sums of money were authorized for Soviet propaganda ia 
all parts of the world. China°was set in turmoil by its 
emissaries, and later united better than ever before in 
to rid itself of it. Mexico’s recent war on the 
Church was aided by it, and therefore encouraged it until 
two months ago, when, discovering that it was a danger 
to the Republic, Mexico severed relations with the Soviet. 
Austria recently decided it wanted something more mild 
and less wicked than the Marx brand of Socialism. Ger- 
many, France, England, have strong Socialist representa- 
tion in Parliament, but they want nothing to do with 
Communism, or with the sort of anti-Christian Socialism 
advocated by leaders in the late Socialist Movement in 
The United States

Maryknoll Mission’s 
Constitutions Given | 
Vatican Approval 


Rome.—The Sacred Congregation of 
Propaganda has given final approba- 
tion to the Constitutions of the Cath- 
olic Foreign Mission Society, common- 
ly known as Maryknoll. So early a 
final approval is a most unusual dis- 
tinction, and stamps this young Ame-| 
rican Society with the seal of confid- | 
ence from its highest superiors. 

Marykncll was founded by two Ame- 
rican priests who, encouraged by the | 
Hierarchy of the United States, came | 
to Rome in 1911, received their com- | 
mission without undue delay, and were | 
blessed by the late Pius X. Four years | 
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Steps of Progress Through One Hundred 
‘Years. 


When the Bishop of Vincennes petitioned Rome for 
the creation of a diocese to cover the northern half of the 
State of Indiana, he thought that the territory housed 
about 40,000 Catholics. That he greatly overestimated 
the number is clear from the CATHOLIC DIRECTORY 
for the year 1858, from which we note that there were 
in the newly formed diocese only 26 churches; 20 priests, 
including both secular and regular; two Religious Com- 
munities of men and two of women; there existed only 
six parochial schools, conducted by the Sisters of the Holy 
Cross and the Sisters of Providence; there was one college 
and one academy, and the Catholic population was esti- 
mated at 25,000. 


At the close of the Second Provincial Council of Ciht- 
cinnati held in the year 1858, or during the very year in 
which Bishop Luers was consecrated, a joint Pastoral of 
the Bishops of the Province was issued, which contains 
much excellent advice for the people so thinly scattered 
over five now very populous states. The Pastoral letter 
was addressed to both clergy and laity. Introductory to 
the remarks to the clergy, they wrote: 


“Venerable Brethren of the Clergy; Beloved Breth- 
ren of the Laity: 


“Assembled for the second time in Provincial Coun- 
cil, in accordarice with the established discipline of the 
Holy Catholic Church, promulgated in the last General 
Council of Trent, we cannot separate and return to our 
respective Dioceses, without first addressing to you some 
words of fraternal. advice and encouragement. We dis- 
charge this daty of our pastoral office the more cheer- 
fully, as We are so fully and intimately convinced of Your 
faith, of your ardent Catholic zeal, and of your enlighten- 
ed obedience to the voice of your chief Pastors, ‘who 
watch aver you as about to render an account for your 
souls.’ ore, as becometh brethren, We shall ad- 
dress you in plain, frank, and practical words, on the 
great duties which are incumbent alike on Pastors and 
“People.

Finding 
the name of his son written in regular 
order after that of some poor children, 
he called the attention of the boy to 
the fact, and said: “Behold, my son, 
this is thy rank before God. On the 
day of final reckoning, it will be a 
question only of who among you has 
been the most virtuous. He shall take 
recedence before the throne of the 
Most High King.” (Guillois, III, 57). 

THE BAPTISM OF DESIRE. 


The young Emperor Valentinian II 
was a catechumen preparing for Chris- 
tian Baptism when, in the year 892, 
he was suddenly murdered, through 
the instigation of Arbogastes, the 
leader of the army, who coveted the 
imperial crown. There was much 
grief among the people, who loved the 
virtuous young Emperor, and many 
régretted that he had died without 
Baptism. In his funeral oration, St. 
Ambrose, Bishop of Milan, spoke thus: 
“Many of you grieve because the Em- 
peror died before he had received Bap- 
tism. But I can assure you that he 
ardently longed for that grace, as he 
repeatedly told me. And the baptis- 
mal purity, which he wished to pos- 
sess, came to him, although the bap- 
tismal water had not touched him; 
for even as the martyrs are regener- 
ated in the blood they shed for the 
Christian faith, before they have been 
admitted to Baptism in the Church, so 
the ardor of love seeking the Baptism 
of Christ cleanses the soul from the 
stain of sin.” (St. Ambrose: De obitu 
Valent).

Thirty anti-religious paintings and sculptures by widely-known 
artists will be made. Atheistic newspapers and magaziries will be 
published in seventeen languages. Coincident with these plans 
officials are preparing an elaborate country-wide anti-Easter cam- 
paign.

“All workers,” says the official program of the Atheistic So- 
ciety, “must work throughout the Easter Period. The anti-Easter 
campaign must be used for intensification of atheist propaganda, 
for closing churches, synagogues and mosques, forbidding the ring- 
ing of church chimes and for giving the bells over for industrializa- 
tion purposes, abolishing icons, images and wedding rings and for 
prohibiting priests from entering the homes of workers.” 


On April 19, Easter Eve, anti-religious demonstrations will be 
held in the streets of all the large cities. At night there will be 
atheistic torchlight processions and special anti-God theatrical per- 
formances. The next day street démonstrations will be supplement- 
ed by anti-religious radio program®, concerts and lectures. 


Atheistic authorities call attention to the fact that the Chris- 
tian Easter this year coincides with the Jewish Passover and urge 
workers to co-ordinate their activities so as to cover both religions. 
They urge the peasants and workers in massed collectivization dis- 
trieta to pay more attention to the conversion of churches into 
schools, hospitals, storehouses and so on.

RED RIOTERS BEATEN 
BACK FROM RAIDS ON 
CHURCHES BY GUARDS 


Berlin.—In an attempt to break up 
services being conducted by Catholics 
throughout this city on Wednesday, 
when thousands thronged into the 
churches to pray for the cessation of 
the religious persecutions in Russia, 
Communists, on direct orders from 
Moscow, flung themselves against the 
doors of the churches, gained entrance 
shouting, “Long Live the Red Front.” 

In one church here the congregation 
rose almost as a body when the Com- 
munists rushed in reviling and ridicu- 
ling God and the services and rushed 
toward the Reda, beat them back and 
out of the church with fists until police 
came upon the scene and quelled the 
riot. 

In Moabit, strongly communistic, 
rioters were repulsed from attempts 
to drive out the worshippers in the 
church since the congregation had es- 
tablished its own guard and in this 
way held the Reds back. 


Banished Bishops 
Of Mexico May Be 
Allowed to Return 


El Paso, Tex.—An unofficial report 
received on good authority here re- 
cently states that the return of the Rt. 
Rev. Francisco Orozco Jimenez, Arch- 
bishop of Guadalajara, to his diocese 
has been approved by President Ortiz 
Rubio, 

In August, 1929, Archbishop Orozco 
was “advised” by government officials 
to leave Mexico following the signing 
President Portes Gil and Archbishop 
of the religious settlement between 
Ruiz y Flores, Apostolic Delegate in 
Mexico City. The Archbishop had 
in hiding at Jalisco for three 
years prior to the religious agreement 
and during the height of the religious 
persecution was hunted by the military 
of Calles’ regime with a price upon his 
head. The Calles government repeat- 
edly accused him of leading the so- 
called religious rebels in their armed 
opposition to the government. 

The Apostolic Delegate at the same 
time requested the return of two other 
prelates banished during the persecu- 
tion, the Rt. Rev. Bishop Gonzalez 
Valencia, Archbishop of Durango, and 
the Rt. Rev. Manriquez y Zarate, 
Bishop of Huejutla.

Pope Innocent XI, in 1679, 
condmened “Mental restrictions” 
roperly so-called. Some words 
ave several meanings, and if 
our hearers ignorantly take the 
wrong meaning we never in- 
tended, we are not at fault. One 
time a high-priest was asked by 
his king to predict whether the 
Russians or Prussians would win 
the war. The priest was anxious 
to please the king, and yet was 
afraid to make a mistake so he 
replied, “The Russians, the Prus- 
sians, have conquered.” This ex- 
pression has. two meanings.
